One hundred and thirty-two sick troopers, 
together with eighteen hospital attendants 
and a small complement of officers of the 
First Illinois Cavalry, arrived in Chicage 
last night and, after sending one typhoid 


patient to St. Luke’s Hospital, at once pro- 


ceeded to Fort Sheridan, where they are 
‘encamped this morning. By nightfall they 
will have been joined by their comrades 
more fortunate in the matter of health 
from Camp George H. Thomas at Chicka- 
mauga. The regiment is under command of 


Colonel E. C. Young. Just two-thirds of the 


_troopers are from Chicago, the remainder 
coming from various points in the State. 
The hospital train of six Pullman sleeping 
cars and a baggage car arrived by way of 
the Chicago and Eastern Illinois railroad 
at Root street at 10:45 o’clock p. m. The 
coaches were darkened, and when the lights 
‘of the city were brought to view the many 
victims of camp fever, malaria, and typhoid 
were too debilitated to raise their heads 
even while straggling crowds at several sta- 
tions within the city limits cheered their re- 
turn to home and a camp free from un- 
hea!thful conditions. 


Weather Revives the Men. 

Until the Ohio River was reached at Ev- 
ensville the troopers tossed in their berths. 
At Evansville they had the first whiff of 
bracing Northern air they had had in 
months, and from that hour their improve- 
ment began. They gained steadily hour by 
hour, and when Chicago was reached the 
men were in better spirits, if not in physical 
strength than would have been expected.

The trip 
to Chicago was made in twenty-nine hours 
and as without incident. A freight wreck 
was the only annoyance encountered, cgus- 
Barrels of fresh 
water and quantities of milk and other neces- 
sities had been ordered by General Passen- 
ger Agent Stone of the Chicago and Easiern 
Indiana, and these luxuries were read 
appreciated. 

Dr. Oscar Flint, a hospital steward, ll of 
typhoid fever, was removed from the train 
at Root street and taken in an ambulance 
to St. Luke’s Hospital. His home s at 
Princeton, Ill,, whither he will be removed 
as soon as his condition permits. Trooper 
Eads, whose case of typhoid fever was ol a 
more maligrant character than those of 
nine comrades stricken with the same dis- 
ease, will be cared for at the hospital camp 
at Fort Sheridan. He was in a low state 
until he reached the Lake Michigan region, 
when he showed marked improvement. The 
other cases of typhoid are less serious and 
the victims will recover. 

The sick soldiers arrived at Fort Sheridan 
in safety at 2:15 o’clock this morning. 


Majority Chicago Men. 


Troops A. C. E. F. H. I. k. and Mot the 


regiment are from Chicago. They left the 
city April 27, at 2 p. m., under the command 
of Colonel Young. Their last hours in the 
city. previous to embarking for Camp Tan- 
ner were spent At Tattersall’s. Troops B 
and G were formed at Bloomington, Troop D 
at Springfield, and Troop L at Lacon, III. 

Eight troopers of the regiment died during 
the four months of their encampment at 
Chickamauga, but it is now thought that the 
death list is closed.

Deleys Incident to Embarkation at 


tao Hold the Regiment Back

Ringgold, Ga., Aug. 25.—[{Special.]—Delays 
incident to the loading of the cars of the 
First Illinois Cavalry held back the regt- 
ment considerably today, and the com- 
mand did not leave until several hours 
after the time set. The first section left at 
10 a. m., composed of horse cars, and three 
other sections containing the horses left 
at intervals of an hour thereafter.

His Last in a Hotel 
in Boston. 


BROT RR MAKES CHARGE 


Declares the Returned Soldier 
Owes His Sudden Death 
to Lack of 
Food. 


FAMILY AT THE BEDSIDE. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 25.—[Special.]—First 
Lieutenant William Tiffany of New York, 
one of Roosevelt's Rough Riders, grandson 
of Commodore Perry and son of George Tif- 
fany of jewelry fame, died at the Parker 


Montauk Point. Quarantine feguiations | 
prevented his landing and going to his home 
in New York. Then when it became known 
that the Olivette was to bring sick soldiers 
to Boston Belmont Tiffany, the Lieutenant's 
brother, came with him and nursed him on 


the way. 

On Tuesday when the Olivette reached 
Boston Lieutenant Tiffany was as sick as at 
any time since he left Santiago. Realizing 
that he could not live twenty-four hours if 
taken to a hospital and treated as other sol- 
diers Belmont Tiffany sought government 
officials. First the Lieutenant’s name was 
placed on the list of convalescents, and then 
came a furlough. This allowed the patient 
to choose his own lodgings. 

It was almost 4 o’clock in the afternoon— 
although the Olivette reached Boston at 
moon—when Lieutenant Tiffany and his 
brother Belmont reached the Parker House. 
He was in a weak condition, and unable to 
walk, but there was a smile on his face as 
he greeted an old friend in the corridor as he 
was being taken into the hotel. 

Trained nurses had been engaged imme- 
diately after the Lieutenant’s arrival at the 
hotel, and they were constantly in attend- 
ance. Belmont Tiffany did not leave his 
brother’s side for a moment. AM day 
Wednesday Lieutenant Tiffany was cheer- 
ful and hopeful. He told of his fighting and 
his suffering at ,the hospitals, of his trip 
North, and his disappointment when he 
found that he could not land and go to his 
-home in New York. But it was of Colonel 
Roosevelt that he spoke most. It was not 
until yesterday forenoon that hope disap- 
peared. 

The time had come when the Lieutenant’s 
relatives might know that there was little 
if any hope of his recovery. Early in the 
morning Mrs. George Tiffany, the Lieuten- 
ant’s mother, and Miss Maud Livingston 
arrived at the hotel. They came direct from

Chaplain Hedley Hall Cables THE TRIBUNE the Time of the Departure of the 
Regiment and Gives Cheering Information Regarding the Health of 
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House at 6:05 this evening. 

His friends in New York and Boston be- 
lieved he was rapidly recovering from his 
exhausted condition under the care of expert 
physicians. Up to this morning there was 
every hope of his recovery, but a change for 
the worse setin. He was conscious nearly to 
the end, and almost the last words to pass 
his lips were in praise of the men with whom 
he had fought. He died with a smile on his 
face. 

Dr. F. M. Johnson, the attending physician, 
says he was starved to ent He said to- 
night: 

“TI stated as the cause of death in the 
certificate protracted fevers due to war life 
in Cuba, and starvation as far as the con- 
valescent stage goes. It was really the re- 
sult of different fevers—yellow, intermittent, 
and malarial—contracted in Santiago, and 
starvation. I do not mean to say that he 
did not have food, but that he did not have 
food that was suitable to the condition ofa 
convalescent. 

“I was called to attend the case about 5 
o’clock on Tuesday afternoon. I found 
Lieutenant Tiffany suffering from extreme 
exhaustion and prostration, and with 
marked fever. He was emaciated. The 
heart action was weak, but there was no 
valvular disease. 

Under most powerful remedial agents to 
restore the strength of the cardiac muscles 
and the circulation there were but the weak- 
est rallies. He grew worse hour by hour, 
until there was no response on the part of 
the system to any agents employed. I 
called in consultation today Drs. W. W. Gan- 
nett, H. F. Vickery, and W. E. Paal. I feel 
sure that everything that medical aid could 
— was done to save Lieutenant Tiffany's 


Death Due to Starvation. 
eutenant Tiffany’s brother Belmont 
de only one statement to reporters to- 

night. It was: 

** My brother died of starvation.” 

. Realizing that the brave young soldier 
might die at any moment his nearest rela- 
tives gathered at his bedside shortly after 
noon and watched and waited. His mother, 
Mrs. George Tiffany, his brother Belmont, 
and his cousin's wife, Mrs. Perry Belmont, 
were with him. 

There was also one other. She is Miss 
Maud Livingston of New York, whom he 
was to lead to the altar as soon as he had 
recovered from his campaign in Cuba. 

For months she had watched Lieutenant 
Tiffany’s movements as a soldier. When he 
was promoted corpora] she said she knew 
he would be advanced; when he was made 
sergeant she said she knew it would come, 
and when he was promoted for bravery on 
the battlefield at Santiago she said it was 
no more than he deserved. It was with 
pride and anxiety that she watched and fol- 


When the news came that he had reached 
Montauk Point and would soon be at her 
side for her to nourish back to his former 
self she was happy. 

With Mrs. Tiffany she journeyed from 
New York, reaching Boston early this morn- 
ing. The night before a telegram from Bel- 
mont Tiffany informed her that she had bet- 
ter come. She did not know the worst until 
she reached the Lleutenant's bedside. It 
was a calm and a peaceful death. Mother, 
brother, and fiancée around the bed and 
Deacon Dunn of Tremont Temple offering 
prayers.. 

At night telegrams were sent to all parts 
of the country announcing the death of the 
hero. The body is now in the charge of 
Undertaker B. F. Smith.

FOR ARCHBISHOP 
IRELAND OF ST, PAUL. 


‘While He Is Likely to Become a 
Cardinal in Time, Nothing Is Ar- 
ranged for the Present—He May 
Be Sent to the Philippines.

Rome, Italy, Aug. 25.—The report that 

Archbishop Ireland of St. Paul, Minn., is to 

be made a Cardinal is still premature. It 

seems to have been revived in consequence 
of his having beem chosen as the special 
agent of the Vatican to make representa- 
tions at Washington regarding the Roman 

Catholic Church in the Philippine Islands. 

’ Undoubtedly he was selected for that mis- 

sion because of his known influence with 

President McKinley. 

The success he seems to have scored in se- 
curing promise of prvtection and equal 
rights for the diocese of Manila under 
American control makes it natural to infer 
that he will be rewarded. The Cardinalate 
would be the next step in * and 
rumor has him in line for it. 

. Some people have surmised, however, that 
ne is to be designated as the head of the 
church in Manila, for which position he 
would be specially fitted should the United 
States retain the islands, or direct their af- 
fairs. Other people have guessed that he 
will be given the Archbishopric of San Juan, 
where the church is to be reconstructed on 
American lines. But it is probable that the 
n Archbishops for these sees will be 
French, not American. In any case, it will 
be impossible to do anything about promo- 
tion before November, as no consistory will 
take place until then. 

At the present moment the Jesuits would 

oppose Archbishop Ireland’s elevation to 
the Cardinalate, and so would Spain, as he 
has appeared unfriendly toward her, but he 
is almost certain to become a Cardinal eater.

Training for Presidency. . 

The main purpose of the club, however, 
is to put Colonel Roosevelt into training for 
the Republican nomination for the Presi- 
dency of the United States in 1904. It is ac- 
cepted in its plans that Colonel Roosevelt 
will be nominated for Governor by the Re- 
publicans of the State of New York this fall, 
and, being nominated, will be elected. It is 
also believed that President McKinley will be 
renominated for the Presidency in 1900 and 
also re#lected. In 1904, however, President 
McKinley will have served his two terms, 
and by the unwritten law of the land will be 
ineligible for another election, and then Col- 
onel Roosevelt, the ex-Governor of New 
York, will be the popular and logical candi- 
date for the Republican nomination for the 
Presidency, and as such a candidate, the 
club believes, would be the strongest one 
who could be named, as well as the one giv- 
ing the greatest promise of making a good 
President when elected. 

The club’s mission will be to work from 
now until the Republican National conven- 
tion of 1904 is held to keep Colonel Roose- 
velt’s name and claims before the people, 
particularly in the West, and use all hon- 
orable means to awaken popular favor for 


him as a Presidential candidate. The club > 


was organized in Chicago because it was 
thought a boom for Colonel Roosevelt would 
be more effective if started in the West and 
would be heartily seconded in the East, 
where Colonel Roosevelt is a resident.

The dissensions between Colonel Casimer 
Andel, commanding the Fourth Illinois Reg- 
iment, and officers over the question of going 
to Cuba culminated this afternoon by the 
Colonel ordering the arrest of Lieutenant 


Colonel McWilliams and Majors Bennett, 


Lang, and Elliott, on the charge of violating 
the sixty-first article of war by “ conduct 


unbecoming officers and gentlemen.” 


The particular thing charged is that the 
officers mentioned sent to Governor Tanner 
and Senator Mason telegrams saying that all 
of the officers with two or three exceptions 
and 90 per cent of the men desire to go to 
Cuba and asking that influence be used to 


send the regiment there. 


When Colonel Andel heard of this he or- 


dered the arrests. Lieufenant Colonel Me- 


WilHams is acting Inspector General of the 
Third Division and so was not arrested, but 
he will afford an eppertuany to do so to- 


morrow. 


Colonel Andell is known to favor the mus- 
tering out of the regiment. A court-martial 
will, of course, bé held, and if the officers 
shall be acquitted it is probable that Colonel 
Andell’s resignation will be forced and an

RAPIDLY NEARING 


Constitution for the Federation of 
Salvador, Honduras, and Nica- 
ragua Formulat d by the Con- 


vention at Managua. 


Managua, Nicaragua, Aug. 25, via Galves- 
ton, Tex.—The convention which has been 
engaged in formulating a constitution for 
the United States of Central America, em- 
bracing Salvador, Honduras, and Nicaragua, 
has concluded its work. Commissioners were 
appointed to convene at Amapala, Honduras, 


on the Ist of November next. 


These commissioners will supplant the Diet 
of the greater Republic of Central America 
and will assume provisional federal powers. 
They will make preparations for the eiec- 
tion on Dec. 1 of a President, Senators, Rep- 
resentatives, and federal Judges for terms 
of four years and for the installation in office 


of those elected on March 1, 1899. 


The federal district includes more than 
3.000 square miles on the Pacific coast. The 
constitution has not been submitted to a vote

PUT BLAME WHERE IT BELONGS. 


Brooklyn Eagle Warns Secretary Alger 
Against Incompetence in His 
Department. 


* 


New York, Aug. 25.— [Special. I—Followin 
are some extracts from an editorial prin 
in today’s Brooklyn Eagle: 

“ Secretary Alger is at Camp Wikoff. He 
is a kind-hearted man, whose family rela- 
tions and whose relations of friendship are 
as beautiful and as affectionate as any man 
in the United States. At Camp Wikoff he 
will himself see the situation existing, while 
he is there, though ft will not be the situa- 
tion which existed before he arrived, or that 
may exist after his departure. Naturally, 
all the line and staff officers will put on their 
best, be at their best, and will present things 
at their best while he is there, for he is the 
man who can make or unmake them, in their 
opinion. The endeavor will be to make him 
think that things were unavoidably bad, 
are undeniably better, and unquestionably 
will be better yet. 

“The Secretary would do well to discount 
appearances and representations. He would 
do well to believe that the worst statements 
about the medical and commissary depart- 
ments have not only been within the limits 
of truth but within those of moueratiog. 

“The trouble with the commissary, the 
medical, and the other departments of the 
War office bas been that they believe what 
has gceurred has been right or unavoidable; 
that criticisms upon it have been imperti- 
nent, unjust, and should be punishable; that 
their departments are neither rightly cen- 
surable nor hardly possibly improvable..- 

Ihe trouble with the Surgeon General's 
department has been the Surgeon General. 
He is not an executive officer by nature, by 
inclination, or by habit of mind, and neither 
title nor experience has succeeded in mak- 
ing one out of him. 

“The same is the case with the Commis- 
sary department. The head of that, has 
been rankly incompetent. The miracle that 
would make a competent of him would carry 
in it a larger draft on faith and a greater 
warrant on wonder than any miracle on 

hich any single religion of the two or three 

undred religions in the world claims to rest. 

„We do not know whether Secretary Al- 
ger can be made realize this or not. Frank- 
ly, we think he cannot be made to realize it, 
He should have realized it long ago. His 
failure heretofore to realige it makes his 
realisation of it at present or in the near 
future doubtful. The failure renders other 
conclusions probable. 

„Among those concfusions is the one which 
may reasonably expect the Secretary to be 
satisfied with some whitewashing process 
or half examination and with some general 
assurances of reform hereafter. | 

“The country will not be satisfied wit 
any such thing. The people wil! give to the 
Secretary, but only for a little while longer, 
a chance to clean out these two dcpartments 
of failure, and if he does not do that then 
the people will turn on him and insist that 
the President of the United States shall 
clean him out. 

“President McKinley's kindheartedness 
toward Secretary Alger and the Secretary’s 
kindheartedness toward the Surgeon Gener- 
al and the Commissary General may be cred- 
itable to their gentleness and mercifulness of 
disposition, but they have been more

“ Hardly a soldiér but has found that his .

That is 
a matter of minor consequence compared 
with the necessity of ending murder by | 
bureau, slaughter by transportation, homi- 
cide by commissary department, and the 
lifelong invalidism of 60 per cent of our de- 
fenders throughout the combined incapacity, 
Bourbonism, and insolence of the incrus- 
tated departments of the war office in their 
triple armor of ignorance, insolence, and in- 
becility.

REGIMENT’S PART IN WAR. 


Camp Wikoff, Montauk Point, L. I., Aug. 

25.—[Special.J—There is a sad tale here for 
far off Michigan. This is a woeful story for 
wives and mothers in the good old Wolverine 
State. 
On the hills of this sun-kissed peninsula 
and in the water of Fort Pond Bay the shat- 
tered remnant of Michigan's gallant regi- 
ment who fought and suffered in the 
trenches of Santiago are fighting to regain 
lost health and the vigor of the manhood 
they took away. 

They came, the Michigan boys, on three 
transports—180 on the slow and ill-kept 
Leona, 184 on the Badger, and 600 on the 
Yale. Only the boys on the first transports 
have come ashore. The Yale men will not be 
out of quarantine until tomorrow. 

It is not so much a question of quarantine 
as accommodations. There is no hospital 
room not already preémpted.. There are no 
cots for the sick. There is a scarcity of 
nurses, 3 

For some reason the army authorities have 

not been able to prepare for the home com- 
ing of their stricken soldiers, so the men 
must ＋ 9 pent up ona crowded steam 
ooking’ With hunger and fever stri¢ken eyes 
at the green clad hill of old Montauk. 
It was well for the wives and mothers that 
they did not see the landing of their beloved. 
It is ‘well that they cannot see them now. 
Better to remember them as they went away, 
the brave and sturdy men they were, the 
flower of the pine clad peninsula, as rugged 
a body of men as ever marched forth to war 
to the tune at the Girl I Left Behind Me,” 
The Leana was the first of the pest ships 
to land. It was kept in the bay several days 
while. efforts were making to get more tents 
and cots upon the hill. If the sight had not 
become commonplace then if would have at- 
tracted crowds to the wharf. But every ship 
is ghastly now, and they have been coming 
for a fortnight. 

As the Badger’s transport drew alongside 
the wharf the gaunt faces of the men looked 
out and saw a line of ambul sandarmy 

ragons drawn up on the shoré, the former 

or those unable to walk at all, the latter for 
baggage and for those who were still too ill 
to march up on the hill to the camp of deten- 
tion a mile or more away. 

There was a pause of half an hour and then 
two men appeared bearing a stretcher on 
which lay a human form so wasted and spent 
that it seemed as if it were dead from slow 
starvation. The hollow face was framed in 
a huge black beard unkempt and ragged, 
which made it look more hollow. The hollow 
eyes were set deep in their sockets and sur- 
rounded by deep black rings. The com- 
plexion was like that of a clay eater of North 
Carolina. The seal of death was setting on 
the fate. The only posstbié salvation was a 
_ quick getting to the hospital. That is why 
he was chosen first. 


Race to the Hospital with Death. 

Then others scarcely less terrible to see 
followed him. They were laid on double 
shelves in the jolting ambulance and jolted 
as rapidly as possible up the hill. Others 
followed until forty had been brought 
ashore. And then the army wagons began 
to receive their loads of fever-stricken hu- 


manity. 
Then came the stronger men—alas, that 


tion! 

They came staggering like drunken men, 
they were so weak, some carrying their 
arms and blankets, but others marching al- 
most empty-handed. Up through the shift- 
ing gravel of the shore, up the dusty road, 
up and up went these men, dragging their 
feet behind them. Some fell out by the way; 
it was too much for them, Agents of the 
Red Cross and other societies were sta- 
tioned at frequent intervals with food and 
stimulants. 

“Give us milk,“ the suffering men re- 
plied. “‘O, for a glass of fresh, cool Mich- 
an milk!“ while others begged for fresh . 
food to cool parched throats and tongues 
grown hard with fever. ' 

The same scene was repeated when the 
Badger’s 184 were brought ashore. It is the 
daily tragedy of the landing place. 


Soft Beds on Wet Grounds. 

Up in the big detention camp the men were 
assigned tents and soft beds on the ground. 
Damp beds they were, too, for there had 
been rain in camp. The men shivered as 
night approached, for the air grows chill 
here, just as it does at sea when the sun 
ceases to shine, and the Michigan boys who 
had been left in sweltering winter uniforms 
of army blue in Santiago had been forced to 
put on gauze canvas suits a week before 
sailing North. Many had lost their blankets 
and were in fine condition, weakened as they 
were, to sleep upon soft ground in a Mon- 
tauk atmosphere. 

At midnight there came a thunder-storm, 
the like of which has seldom been seen. 
Then came a terrifle storm of wind and rain. 
It tore up the fastenings of tents and left 
their occupants shelterless. Many men were 
drenched to the skin and had to lay so till 
morning. Luckily, none was killed or in- 
jured by falling tent poles. Last night there 
was a fog almost as drenching as the rain. 
but the terrors of the wind and lightning 
were spared the cold and shivering men. 

The men found one balm for their suffer- 
ings. Scores of kind friends in the West, 
knowing the condition in which they would 
arrive, had sent on“ Christmas boxes filled 
with good things. Famished, they fell upon 
them. How the good things disappeared! 
There were hams and tongues of the sugar- 
cured variety. There were jellies and pre- 
serves that bore the impress of the dear 
home kitchens. There were wondrous pies— 
pies like your mother used to make 
cakes and loaves of soft, sweet bread such 
as no baker can make and such as an army 
camp seldom sees; and the gaunt specter 
from Cuba, forgetting their pangs of hunger 
and the selfishness which such pangs might 
easily engender, shared with his less fortu- 
nate comrades the good things from home.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 28.— [Special.

It was in reality the 
first meeting of the commission, as a ma- 
jority of the members were present, al- 
though it is unofficial in character. As-. 
sistant Secrétary Moore, who will probably 
accompany the commission in an advisory 
position, was present at the conference 
today, as was also Mr. McArthur, First 
Secretary of the American Legation at 
Madrid under Minister Woodford. None of. 
the three commissioners who met today will 
say anything concerning the work before 
them or express the slightest opinion re- 
garding the Philippines. The commission 
will be guided by the instructions given 
by the President. It is understood that the 
President is not ready at present to an- 
nounce his policy to the commission, but 
will*do so before it sails for Paris, which 
will be some time about Sept. 15. It is be- 
lieved that these instructions, policy, or 
whatever the position of the administration 
‘may be called will be so inflexible as to 
hamper the deliberations and conclusions 
of the commission. 

Wan N the Island of Luzon, 

It cannot be stated with any authority at 
present what this policy will be, although 
there is a growing belief that the administra- 
tion will demand of Spain in the final peace 
settlement no less territory in the Phillp- 
pines than the Island of Luzon. This belief 
is based largely on the overwhelming senti- 
ment that exists at present in the country 
in favor of acquiring the whole archipelago. - 
Taking the Island of Luzon would be in the 
nature of a compromise between the radical 
proposition of acquiring all the islands and 
the conservative proposition of acquiring 
sufficient territory only on which to main- 
tain a naval repair-and coaling station, with | 
proper harbor facilities. 

Officials here assert that the idea of taking 
Luzon is growing in favor, judging from the 
tone of letters that are now reaching the 
President and his Cabinet. In few instances 
men who have favored retaining the whole 
Philippine archipelago are now modifying 
their views and agree that in the possession 
of the Island of Luzon the United States 
would have the most valuable of all the is- 
lands and all the advantages necessary from 
a commercial standpoint. | 


Advantage with America. 

It is anticipated that Spain will resis

SICK SOLDIERS AT HOSPITALS. 


Four Arrive Over the Illinois Central 
and Are Cared For at Various 
| Institutions. 


Strage ling sick soldiers from the South 
and from Cuba continued to arrive in Chi- 
cago yesterday. Four arrived last night 
over the Iilfmois Central railroad, three of 
them in a serious condition. The sick sol- 
diers are:

There is no means 
of confirming this information in official 
quarters, for they. must remain severely 
silent, but it is beyond all doubt that the 
Ministers have taken advantage of their re- 
lease from parliamentary heckling to make 
a momentous series of decisions. The state- 
ments which reach me are of the most posi- 
tive and unhesitating character. 


Salisbury Sees the Queen. 

They are, first, that before Lord Salis- 
bury left for the south of France he sought 
an audience with her Majesty the Queen at 

Osborne, and plainly told her he could not 
carry on the foreign affairs in the present 
critical state of the relations with Russia, 
unless she withdrew her frequently ex- 
pressed veto upon the prosecution of diplo- 
“macy to the point of war during her lifetime. 
Imperative interests of state must, Salisbury 
held, prevail, however painful would be even 
the danger of hostilities between her Maj- 
esty and members of her family abroad. 
Lord Salisbury went further and declared 
that he must resign unless her veto was 
withdrawn and he was given an absolutely 
free hand. 

The Queen's answer may be judged from 
the action of the ministry. They immediate- 
ly proceeded te change their entire attitude 
towards Russia. They decided to abandon 
the policy now 80 obviously futile of an open 
door and equal opportunities in all parts of 
China, as guaranteed by the treaty of 
Tientsin, and proceeded to adopt the policy 
which Curzon himself long ago advocated 
in his book, ‘ Problems of the Far East,’ as 
alone feasible—namely: the policy of spheres 
of influence.

It is an unusual spectacle these days to see

SAYS CERVERA MADE MISTAKE. 


Captain Clark of the Oregon Says the 
Spaniards Ought Not to Have 
Sortied. 


New York, Aug. 25.—[Special.]—‘‘ Cervera 
should have staid in Santiago harbor for- 
ever rather than come out the way he did,“ 
was the solemn remark of Captain Clark, 
lately of tho battleship Oregon, today. 

The fleet was a fortress. With his guns 
he could have driven the United States army 
away from shore until such time as it could 
mount ten-inch guns to sink his ships. He 
was master of the situation, and should have 
“hung on until every last member of his 
ship’s crews died of absolute starvation. 
Then would he have been a real hero—an 
eternal figure in history. * | 

“ Think of the chances in his favor. Yel- 
low fever might have come and decimated 
the American ranks. A gale might have 

broken loose on the Caribbean Sea that 
would have scattered our ships to the four 
winds of heaven, after which Cervera could 
have sailed? away without opposition aad 
returned to his mative land undefeated.“ 

Captain Charles H. Clark, recently in com- 
mand of that wonderful fighting machine, 
the battleship Oregon, reached Philadelphia 
late on Wednesday afternoon, came ashore 
at moon tocay,.and arrived in New York at 
8:15. He took the annex boat of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad en route for the Marine 
Hospital, where he proposes to rest for a few 
days until hig family shall have arrived 
from Michigan. 

Nobody must infer Captain Clark is an in- 
valid. He is merely suffering from a tem- 
porary ailment, brought on by the low fever 
and long-continued sea diet. 

What are the lessons of the Santiago 
fight?“ he was asked. 

First, smokeless powder; second, no 
woodwork on warships. The Spaniards 
were burned up.“ 

What is your opinion about the scuttling 
of the Spanish ships after their surrender?’ 

“It was wrong, and in violation of every 
principle of good faith on the part of a con- 
quered foe,’’ replied the Captain. The 
men who did those acts forfeited their right 
to be protected, and ought to have been shot 
then and there. Scuttling a ship after sur- 
render is treachery. I do not believe that 
Admiral Cervera gave orders for anything of 
the kind. No, no, he is a gentleman. Irre- 
sponsible men committed the outrage.

„The vessels certainly came out with a 
rush and in fine style,“ said Captain Clark. 
“But they failed to maintain their speed 
owing to the inefficiency of their stokers 
or the neglected condition of their ma- 
chinery. That rush of Cervera’s was really 
one of the finest things of history, and had 
the ships divided at least one might have 
got away. ‘There was no premonitory symp-

CLEW GIVEN BY DUNNING 


Western Officers Find Clerk Who 
Sold the Candy That Did 
the Poisoning. 


REQUISITION PAPERS SENT. 


Dover, Del., Aug. 25.—[Special.]—The au- 
thorities here believe that from the evidence 
secured and the statements made by Mr. J. 
P. Dunning it will be an easy matter to con- 
vict Mrs. Ada Botkin of the candy poisoning. 

Attorney General White, who has been di- 
recting the investigation, ts greatly pleased 


been crowned. He said that the requisition 
papers to bring Mrs. Botkin from Stockton, 
Cal., to this State have been made out and 
started on their way to California. 

They will reach their destination on Mon- 
day, a few hours behind Detective McVey. 

Mr. White said the case was a clear one 
against Mrs. Botkin and that the newspa- 
pers had nearly all the facts, but lacked de- 
tails. 

“After the death of the poisoned women 
the family turned over to me the anonymous 
letters which gave a clew to the whole case, 
said Mr. White. These letters had been 
sent to Mrs. Dunning at various times. The 
letters did not give the name of the woman 
to whom Dunning had been paying atten- 
tion, but alleged she was an Englishwoman, 
This gave a clew to the identity of the wom- 
an, as Mrs. Botkin's husband is an English- 
man. It is said they were married in Eng- 
land. It did not take long to discover the 
movements of Dunning and the woman after 
the evidence held by us was sent to the Pa- 
cific coast. The Western police did excellent 

ork on the case. 
bar When Dunning arrived in Dover he was 
interviewed by us and identified the writing 
on the box of candy sent to his wife and the 
anonymous letters as the writing of Mrs. 
Botkin. This fact was withheld by us until 
now, and this is what was meant by Dunning 
when he objected to stories published say- 
ing he had not told all he knew. 

“Not only did he tell this, but he gave 
some of the details of his life in the West 
to guide the authorities. Among other 
thi:..s the San Francisco police have done 
was to get the various women who were 
supposed to be implicated to do a great deal 
of talking. The Western police have found 
the clerk who gave the box and sold the 
manufactured candy used in the box with 
the poisoned candy. They have discovered 
the mail clerk who «weighed the package 
at the request of the sender, and who sold 
her the stamps. Both of these women re- 
member the woman with whom they talked. 

Detective McVey has with him the box of 
candy, and the clerk is expected to identify 


it as the box he gave the woman. 


The authorities here have received infor- 
mation that Mrs. Botkin is not the bright, 
intelligent woman she has been made out to 
be by some of the newspaper dispatches. 
She is said to have come to this country 
from England but a short time ago and 
went West with her husband. She at times 


from her husband. 

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 28.— Mrs. Botkin 
spent a fairly good night in the city prison, 
and has firmly refused to be interviewed by 
the newspaper men. The postoffice author- 
ities are anxiously awaiting the appearance 
of a letter addressed to Mrs. Botkin, sup- 
posedly from Delaware. A clerk in the local 
postoffice believes he can identify the box 
which contained the candy when it arrives 
here on Sunday in Detective McVey’s care. 
The clerk says that he received a box an- 
swering the description of the candy box 
from a woman with an English accent, about 
three weeks ago, and that it was mailed as 
first-class matter. 

He will be taken before Mrs. Botkin to 
identify her if possible. The Stockton man 
who says he sold a box of bonbons to a wom- 
an answering Mrs. Botkin’s description sev- 
eral weeks ago, and who, he says, replaced 
some of the candy of his manufacture by 
candy of some other make, will be brought 
to this city to face the accused for identifica- 


tion purposes.

Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 28.—I Special. 
The great biennial gambol of the Knights of 
Khorassan took.place on the streets tonight, 
furnishing amusement for 50,000 people who 
lined the 1 selected for the gro- 
tesque pa 0. 

Not one of the 3,000 members ot this 
auxiliary order to the Knights of Pythias 
was allowed to appear in his natural face 
or in civilized costume. 

The toggery of savages or saturnalian fig- 
ures representing the infernal region were 
the most popular with ‘the maskers, who 
heightened the effect with colored lights, 
making the street resemble a glowing fur- 
race of red fire. 

All electric lights along the line of march 
were extinguished during the parade and 
the grewsome floats utilized as symbols of 
the order looked like caverns from hades. 
The bands were dressed in fantastic garb, 
representing animals both living and extinct. 

The Order of the Knights of Khorassan 
was transplanted to this country five years 
ago from Arabia, where the order is 1,000 
years old. It has grown so rapidly that it 
already rivals the Shriners of the Masonic 
fraternity. The only object of the order 
seems to be to furnish a clownish entertain- 
ment at the Knights of Pythians encamp- 
ments. 

Tonight's spectacle is the last public func- 
tion of importance of the biennial encamp- 
ment, and Camp Colgrove will be deserted 
tomorrow.

SPANISH RULE UNENDURABLE. 

Aguinaldo, the head of the Philippine in- 
eurgent army, has personally cabled to Tun 
Tripune that he is satisfied with Amer- 
' fea’s occupation of the islands and that his 
Filipinos are disbanding. This shows that 
Aguinaldo was really fighting for the good 
of his people, and that he and his followers 
have full faith in the kind of government 
the Americans will give them, But the in- 
surgents are equally outspoken in their pur- 
pose to take up arms again if the Americans 
desert them and give the islands over again 
into cruel Spanish hands. As an American 
colony or an American protectorate they 
will quietly lay down their arms and co- 
operate in the maintenance of peace and 
order, but they will never again tolerate 
Spanish rule and will be under arms again 
in a month for a fresh rebellion if the Amer- 
icans withdraw. They have stood Spanish 
oppression, tyranny, and cruelty to the ut- 
most limit of human endurance. They 
prefer perpetual war and even death to a 
renewal of the old intolerable conditions 
under Spain. 

Is not this a powerful reason why our 
government should take over all the Philip- 
pine Islands and give the eight or ten mil- 
lions of inhabitants a good, fair, honest, 
decent government? If we do so we al- 
ready have the assurance of peace and loy- 
alty intheislands. If we betray the natives 
again into the power of Spain we shall di- 
rectly precipitate just such a murderous 
and inhuman war as existed a year ago in 
Cuba. 

The attitude of Aguinaldo and his fight- 
ers shows that there will be no trouble to 
govern all the islands if the people are 
treated fairly in the matter of taxes, per- 
sonal justice, religious ideas, and national 
customs. What these poor people want is 
a chance to live. Up to the arrival of Dewey 
they had merely existed as slaves for the 
lazy Spaniards, not being secure a single 
moment in the possession of liberty, prop- 
erty, or life itself. Ten per cent of their 
meager annual income had to be paid in 
cash to the Spanish officials, and if they 
happened to be caught anywhere without 
their tax receipts in their pockets they were 
hustled off to the cuartel, held without trial, 
and forced to serve in the native regiments 
that went annually to die in the swamps 
and savage jungles of Mindanao. Besides 
the taxes they were fined a year’s wages on 
the slightest pretext, robbed at every turn, 
and treated like dogs. 

For an intelligent and capable race like 
the Filipinos such treatment is intolerable. 
How intense the spirit of the revolt had 
grown could be seen in the swiftness with 
which it flared up with the first dawning of 
hope after Dewey’s destruction of the Span- 
ish fleet. Shall we, who love liberty our- 
selves, and who have given these unhappy 
people their first taste of freedom, now 
plunge them back into their former suffer- 
ing? If we do this great wrong we may 
rest assured that the Filipinos will continue 
to fight to the death, even as we would do 
if Spain had any of us in such a corner and 
poured in its regiments of professional 
butchers to make us bow our necks to that 
odious yoke. 

Under the just and kindly American rule 
it will be a simple thing to maintain order 
in the Philippines. A small force of regu- 
lars and a dozen second and third class 
warships will do it easily. The revenues 
derived from moderate custome and excises 
will furnish all the money needed to pay the 
entire cost of administering the govern- 
ment and maintaining the peace on land and 
sea. It will be easier to govern all the 1,200 
islands from Manila than to govern only a 
part of them, or only one, with the others 
in the hands of Germany, Russia, or any 
other power. They cannot stay long in the 
hands of Spain in any event. They will 
sooner or later be sold to some other power, 
and then we shall have another war on our 
hands, if not before. Spain's only idea of 3 
colonial government for 400 years past has 
been to rob and squeeze and oppress the peo- 
ple. The leopard can change his spots more 
easily than this cursed robber-tyrant can re- 
form its colonia! rule. Thereis nothing but 
war and suffering in store for the Fifipinos 
if the United States does not hold the is- 
lands and give them a good government. 

To whom, then, does the Washington ad- 
ministration propose to turn over the is- 
lands? If it does not instruct its peace 
commissioners tg insist on holding the Phil- 
ippines is it prepared to shoulder the conse- 
quences both at home and in the islands? 
The public sentiment in this country is rap- 
idly unifying in favor of doing the humane 
thing for the natives and the profitable thing 
for ourselves by keeping the Philippines and 
fulfilling the promise of our acts, It would 
be an awful and irreparable blunder to give 
up the islands. ; 


SEORETARY ALGER’S APOLOGY. 

Secretary Alger’s elaborate letter ad- 
dressed to Chauncey M. Depew, in refer- 
ence to the work performed in the War 
office since the beginning of the war with 
Spain, cannot be construed in any other 
sense than an intended defenge of his ad- 
ministration of the affairs of his depart- 
ment. It is impossible to conceive of any rea- 
son for addressing such a letter to a private 
citizen and it bears inherent evidence of 
having been prepdred with a distinct view

A BAR TO HARMONY. 

Since Aug. 1 of this year the Dominion 
of Canada has had a tariff under which 
British manufactured goods pay 25 per cent 
less duty than similar goods coming from 
the United States or any other country. 
This discrimination was the work of the 
present Liberal administration, which hoped 
that it might secure thereby legislation giv- 
ing the food products of Canada special ad- 
vantages in English markets. That hope 
has not been realized and there is no pros- 
pect that it ever will be. Britain will erect 
no barrier against the admisison of food- 
stuffs from any country to aid its colonies, 

While this preferential duty gains nothing 


for Canada it stands in the way of the suc-. 


cess of the negotiations which have just be- 
gun at Quebececoncerning trade reciprocity 
and other matters. The Canadian repre- 
sentatives are willing doubtless to surrender 
that discriminating duty, but they expect 
concessions of some kind as a consideration. 
One of the American commissioners, who 
represents the sentiments of his colleagues, 
no doubt, states: Weare not going to buy 
the right to equal favor with Great Britain 
or any other country by making concessions 
on our part.” 

That is the proper position totake. Ifthe 
Canadians say, We will repeal the prefer- 
ential duty if we are given free access to 
the American markets for our agricultural 
products,” the answer must be, That duty 
must be abandoned anyway, and Oanada 
must make concessions on its side, just as 
if that discriminating duty never had been 
in existence.” This reply will not please the 
Canadians, but it is the only one that can 
bemade. The United States may be willing 
to make concessions to get special advan- 
tages in Canadian markets, It will make 
none merely to have the same advantages 
that its chief competitor has. 

On the other hand, the Canadians who 
thought they could trade on this preferen- 
tial duty will be reluctant to give it up for 
nothing. ‘Thus the commissioners run up 
against a stump at the beginning of their 
labors, which goes to confirm what Tu» 
Tripune has been saying all along: That 
the only remedy for the existing complica- 
tions between the two countries is annex- 
ation. That would solve every problem at 
once, That would be an effectual compro- 
mise of every disagreement.

CONSOLIDATION AND MONOPOLY. 

Tue TRIBUNE announced a few days ago 
the consolidation of five great corporations 
which are engaged directly or indirectly in 
the iron and steel business. The stocks and 
bonds of those corporations aggregate 76 
millions. The capitalization of the consoli- 
dated company may be 200 millions. It will 
he greater if the hopes of the promoters are 
realized and the huge Penneylvania steel 
and fron companies join the combine,” 
In that event it would have complete con- 
trol of a colossal industry. 

A consolidation scheme such as that 
which is being carried out now is no simple 
matter. A great deal of ability is required 
to harmonize conflicting interests and to 
convince the different parties concerned 
that nobody will get the better of the other 
in the new deal. Eminent legal talent has 
to be employed and paid for its services. 
How do the men who are promoting the 
consolidation expect to get paid for their 
time and trouble? They will answer 
promptly that consolidation means economy 
in operating expenses; that fewer officers 
will be required; that the products of one 
great concern can be marketed more cheap- 
ly than the same volume of products turned 
out by several smal] concerns. That is an 
old song. Every trust has sung it. Begin- 
ning by announcing that it desired to make 
money by reducing expenses, and not by ad- 
vencing prices, it has invariably put up 
prices and gouged the coneumers. 

The public has not forgotten the steel rai} 
trust, the structural steel trust, and the 
other iron and steel combines which plun - 
dered the people until the panic of 1808 
brake up the different combinations and 
gave Americans cheap steel the cheapest 
steel in the world, In this present vast 
scheme of consolidation an attempt to re- 
store old monopolies by putting an end to the 
free play of competition, which has been 
such a boon to American consumers of iron 
and steel and their manufactures? If so, 
that consolidation would be illegal. It 
would be a violation of the laws of Tlinois, 
by which State two of the corporations 
which are to consolidate were chartered, 
and also of the la wa of the United Sta tes. 

When men seek to place themselves in a 
position where they can control an industry 
and can crush out competition if they choose 
they always do choose. Theepirit of greed, 


not of moderation, rules them, and they in- 


variably advance prices so ag to get big 
immediate returns. A monopoly 

which dominates the iron and steel business 
will inevitably advance the prices of those 
products. Then the manufacturers of all 
the articles into which iron and steel enter 
as raw meterials will have to charge more 


necessary effect of monopolistic greed will 
be to put an end to the exportation of those 
products. The foreign manufacturers of 
machinery, tools, etc., will be able to under- 
sell their American ‘competitors in every 
foreign market. The foothold the latter 
have gained since 1893 would be lost and 
a great export business killed. 


reducing employment and wages, is against 
public policy, To combine to create a mo- 
nopoly and stifle competition is against 
public policy. National and State legisla- 
tion has recognized that fact. The statute 
books are filled with anti-monopoly laws, 
and yet those laws are being violated per- 
petually by shrewd and greedy men who 
want to get rich rapidly by having the con- 
sumer at their mercy. They do not care if 
other interests suffer—if the whole country 
suffers—so long as they can,extort for a 
ume maximum prices from the consumers 
and become multi-millionaires. 

Anti-monopoly laws have not been en- 
forced, but the public demand for their 
enforcement is growing stronger and more 
determined, The people are getting to un- 
derstand that “competition is the life of 
trade and that consequently monopoly is 
the enemy of reasonable prices and good 
wages. Monopolists and would-be mo- 
nopolists should beware. They are pro- 
voking a great popular movement which 
will sweep their trusts, combines, and con- 
solidations out of existence and release 
competition from the fetters they have 
placed upon it.

THE BRYAN DEMOCRACY IN OHIO, 

The Democratic leaders of Ohio in State 
convention at Dayton on Wednesday last 
adopted a platform taking a position on the 
fence on the question of territorial expan- 
sion. The party leaders were afraid to op- 
pose it openly and were not willing to in- 
dorse it. The resolutions state that the 
war was begun with a declaration on the 
part of Congress that the United States did 
not intend to acquire sovereignty over 
Cuba, but would leave the government and 
control of that island to its people. Then 
the resolutions proceed to assert that “ until 
the people of Ouba and the Philippines de- 
clare otherwise” they should be allowed 
to govern themselves. The Filipinos are 
asking that their country be made an Amer- 
ican colony. Consequently the Ohio Demo- 
crats may be said to be in favor of the re- 
tention of the Philippines. 

Strangely enough, they have not a word 
to say in reference to Porto Rico. Exactly 
why. the latter should be left out of the ac- 
count in defining a policy for the govern- 
ment in the management of conquered ter- 
ritory it would be difficult to comprehend 


hope that the people would listen with 
patience to any suggestion of opposition ta 
annexation in that direction. And yet it 
would be impossible for them to show in 
what respect the principles involved in the 
annexation of Porto Rico would be violated 
in the, annexation of the Philippines.“

This would indicate that the Ohio Democ- 
racy has learned nothing from a year of 
national prosperity resulting from the re- 
jection of Bryanism and the policy of repudi- 
ation in 1896. They could scarcely have 
chosen a more unfavorable time for the in- 
dorsement of a 44-cent dollar and the re- 
jection of the money standard of the most 
prosperous and progressive commercial! na- 
tions of the world. The policy proposed would 
have the effect to place the United States 
on the same footing financially as that now 
occupied by China and the least progressive 
nations, with the addition that it would 
amount to a virtual wiping out by retro- 
active legislation of 60 per cent of the cred- 
its of the country by diminishing the pur- 
chasing power of the money left in circula- 
tion. There are 82,010 savings bank de- 
positors in Ohio who have 83 million dollars 
on deposit. Bryan's financial policy would 
rob those depositors, many of whom are 
Democrats, of three-fifths of their savings. 
Yet the Ohio Democratic convention in- 
dorses Bryan and Bryanism. The conven- 
tion declined to explain, however, why those 
depositors and all other creditors should be 
robbed by retroactive legislation. 


CURZON’S SUCCESSOR A LIBERAL. 

The bye-election to fill the vacancy in the 
House of Commons caused by Mr. George 
N. Ourzon’s acceptance of the Viceroyalty 
of India has brought a rather significant de- 
feat to the Salisbury government in the elec- 
tion of a Libera], Sir Herbert Naylor-Ley- 
land, the man formerly defeated by Curzon. 
In the last election for this seat—that rep- 
resenting the Southport Division of Lan- 
cashire—Mr, Curzon, in the Conservative 
interest and with the aid of his popular 
American wife, was returned by a majority 
of 764, In the election in the same borough 
this week Sir Herbert Naylor-Leyland, in 
the Libera] interest and also with the help 
of his attractive American wife, was re- 
turned by a majority of 272 votes over his 
Conservative opponent, Lord Skelmersdale, 
In other words, this strongly Conservative 
. borough has become Liberal, indicating a 
change of sentiment which may send the 
present Conservative government into re- 
tirement at the next general election. 

This bye-election is naturally of some in- 
terest to Americans, because Naylor-Ley- 
land is the candidate formerly defeated by 
Curzon and because his American wife, for- 
merly Miss Jennie Chamberlain, has been 
taking an active part in securing votes 
for her husband. But the election is still 
more interesting in its political aspect.on a- 
count of thé part which the Irish home rule 
question has played in it. It seems to indi- 
cate an early return of the Libera! Unionists 
into the fold of the Liberal party, which 
they left when Gladstone attempted to lead 
that party into his famous movement for 
home rule. A large seetion of Liberal Un- 
lonists in the recent election refused to sup- 
port Lord Skelmersdale on the ground that 
the home rule agitation was dead and there 
was no longer any need for Liberals to vote 
for Conservatives, Joseph Chamberlain, 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, sought 
to come to the rescue by writing a letter 
urging the Unionists not to change their al- 
legiance, and asserting that home rule was 
not dead, but only sleeping. It did not aa ve 
the Conservative candidate, however. 

A conviction that the Irish home rule 
agitation has passed away with the death 
of Gladstone will undoubtedly have «a 
marked influence upon the relative strength 
of the two chief political parties in the 
future. The return of this compact and in-

What War Has Accom plished—Obliga- 
tions It Has Created and Its 
Unforeseen Benefits. 


It is reason for universal congratulation 
that the war is ended—for it seems safe to 
assume that it is ended—so early and 80 
ihappily—Tor us, for the Spanish colonies, 
and, in spite of her present humiliation, for 
Spain herself; for the result makes for civ- 
llization. There was never a doubt that it 
would end with an American victory; but 
that the victory would be so easily and so 
cheaply won was not foreseen. Nor were 
the incidenta) benefits foreseen; for there 
are incidental benefits as great as the main 
result itself. Unforeseen also were the new 
obligations that have been imposed on us. 

The problem of governing countries not 
only separated from the United States, but 
populated by different races and accustomed 
to different institutions from ours, is a néw 
problem; but it is a problem that our Eng- 
lish kinsmen have so successfully solved 
that we shall be dull indeed if we do not suc- 
ceed, with their experience to instruct us. 
The present popular mood regarding this 
new task, as regarding most other large un- 
dertakings in which a national spirit must 
play an important part, seems to be a deep- 
seated and safe mood. The people, there can 
hardly be doubt, prefer te retain the terri- 
tory that has fallen to them by the fortune 
of war, and they do not share the forebod- 
ing of the intelligent minority, whose in- 
dividualiem estranges them from the nation- 
al feeling, and who see grave danger to our 
institutions in such additions to our political 
tasks. National feeling is a safer guide to 
national development than the mere reason- 
ing process of critical minds. Atany rate, it 
at last becomes the only guide. 

The danger to our successful management 
of Cuba and Porto Rico, or even of the Phil- 

_ ippine Islands, consists not in their distance 
from our shores, but in their difference of 
population and institutions from ours. They 
cannot be converted into American States 
by any statutes, and no laws can change 
their character. Nor is there any need that 
they should now or ever be converted into 
American States. We are committed totwo 
duties: We have by conquest taken upon: 
ourselves a solemn obligation to the people 
of the conquered islands to insure stable 
government, and the nature of our institu- 
tions forbids that we should set up any form 
of government except one that at the ear- 
liest possible moment shall become self-gov- 
exnment. Even if we wished we could not 
shirk these responsibilities. We cannot 
leave the people of these islands either to 
their own fate or to the mercy of the now 
defeated and disorganized Spanish rule, or 
yet to the mercy of any predatory nation 
that might seige them. We are become re- 
eponsible for their development. 

Precisely what form the government of 
these islands ought to take can be deter- 
mined only after careful study of their peo- 

and conservative experiment with them; 
t to predict that we shall make a failure 
in the effort to prepare them for self-gov- 
ernment is a childish distrust of our capac- 
ity. We have never had a task just like 
this, but we have had tasks more difficuk. 
Nor will our undertaking such a task in- 
volve us in entanglements with European 
nations—if we succeed. The European na- 
tions, it so happens, will look with seme- 
what greater respect upon American efforts 
at the government even of Manila than they 
would have looked six months ago. 

But without too great regard for European 

opinion it becomes our duty selemnly and 


patriotically now to take our new dutiesand. 


responsibilities in hand, and, as a great na- 
tion committed to one great policy of gov- 
ernment, to work out these problems for the 
advancement of civilization. The great re- 
public can have no tribute-bearing colonies, 
but it can help weak people to seif-govern- 
ment, 

And it will be found that the government 
of each island will present itself, not as it 
now presents itself to the timid, as a task 
involving revolutionary dangers to 
selves and complications with all the other 
governments of the world, and a denial of 
the doctrines of the fathers, but rather as a 
practical task that practical and patriotic 
men can successfully accomplish. 

The main result of the war, the freedom 
of Cuba from Spanish misrule, has been 
achieved, but the full fruits of it will ripen 
more slowly than most men at first sup- 
posed. Sympathy with the Cuban insurgents 
had led many persons to regard them as 
capable at once of self-government; but the 
conduct of a part of them during the war 
has confirmed the judgment of those who 
knew them best—that the removal of Span- 
ish rule will not immediately nor easily lead 
to the self-government of Cuba. .

CAUGHT IN A SHARK’S JAWS. 


Charles Boone, a Divinity Student, Hor- 
ribly Lacerated by a Sea Monster 
in New York Bay. 


New York, Aug. 23.—A monster shark in 
Prince’s Bay opened and closed his jaws on 
Charles Boone, a visitor at Father Drum- 
goole’s Home at Mount Loretta, Staten 
Island, yesterday afternoon. Almost by a 
miracle Boone escaped instant death. 

Boone is in the Smith Infirmary now, with 
horrible lacerations in his right thigh. The 
surgeons say that he will survive his wounds 
unless septic poisoning sets.in. Just how 
much poison there is in the teeth of a shark 
is a point that medical science is greatly in- 
terested in. Boone’s case will be watched 
with the greatest interest by the entire med- 
ical profession. 

Boone, who is a good swimmer and fond 
of the water, went in bathing about 1 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon off a small wharf, which 
is built out into the bay at the lower end 
of Staten Isla Charles White, a young 
— of his own age, was in the water with 

m. 

White had swam ashore and was standing 
on the edge of the wharf when Boone began 
leisurely swimming in. 

There was a sudden rush beneath the 
swimmer, a mighty force that seemed to lift 
him up on a huge wave, the gleam of a 
white belly, one glimpse of a monster jaw, 
with shining white teeth, and then Boone 
felt a savage pull at his right leg. He was 
near the whart, and the big fish had pushed 
him still nearer. He grasped a timber and 
swung himself clear of the water, and White 
grabbed him. & 

Boone, when pulled on tothe wharf, looked 
at once behind him, but the monster disap- 
peared as he looked. White had seen the en- 
counter and he began to question his com- 
panion at once. 

It was a shark,” said Boone. I saw him. 
I guess he’s nipped me.“ He tried to stand 
up and nearly collapsed. As he sank faint- 
ing to the ground White saw blood all over 
his thigh. The sea water had restrained its 
flow and the shock had come to Boone allat 
once when he had reached a place of safety. 

White summoned help, and Dr. W. Mc- 
Nickel and Dr. Walker Washington cameto 
the wharf and assisted in carrying the un- 
conscious man to a shady place, where they 
attended to his severely lacerated leg. It was 
decided that Boone required the facilities of 
a hospital, and he was carried on to the train 
at Pleasant Plains and thence to Tompkins- 
ville. He arrived at the Smith Infirmary 
about 4 p. m. and was at once taken to the 
surgical ward, where a careful examination 
of his wounds was made. 

The huge monster had evidently opened his 
mouth and taken one snap at the swimmer’s 
leg, but luckilyshad not closed his great jaws. 
The mark of the bite was clearly defined. 

On the inside of Boone’s right thigh was a 
cut fourteen inches long that looked as if 
it had been made with a knife. A great flap 
of flesh had been taken out. On the outside 
of the leg there were the marks of twenty 
teeth in a long row. Each tooth hadi pressed 
into the flesh from half an inch to an inch 
in depth. Blood flowed from every cut. 
There was also a latera) tear of the flesh, 
corresponding in length to the vicious im- 
print of the shark's teeth and parallel to it. 
Boone had lost a great quantity of blood 
He suffered great agony during the time 
elapsing between his first fainting on the 
wharf and his arrival at the hospital There 
the surgeons put him under the influence of 
ether and dressed his wounds with the great- 
est care. The two great gashes in the flesh 
of the thigh required forty stitches and anti- 
septic dressings were piled high on the ugly 
— outside of the leg made by the shark's 

aw. 

The femoral artery was exposed, so deep 
was the laceration on the inside of the thigh. 
Had it been severed Boone would have bled 
to death. At midmight last night he was 
— quietly under the influence of mor- 
phine. 

Mr. White, his companion, was overcome 
with horror at the experience, and not until 
last evening was he sufficiently recovered to 
speak about it. . 

It all came so suddenly,“ he said, “‘ that 
I hardly had time to realize the awful dan- 
ger Boone was in untilit wasall over. I was 
standing at the end of the wharf, getting 
ready for a dive. We had been shimming 
about ten minutes, I should judge, and I 
had come ashore to dry myself im the sun 
and then plunge into the wateragain. My 
friend was not far out and I was watching 
him. 

“I saw a great gleam of white almost di- 
rectly under him. The big fish must have 
been heading toward him from the other 
side, and he rushed under poor Boone and 
seemed to lift him up. It was just as if the 
man was riding in toward me on the top of 
a wave—only the wave was white and solid 

Boone struck out energetically for the 
wharf, and I leaned over the stringplece to 

tch his hand. I saw the great head and 
the open jaws of the shark close by Boone, 
and then they disappeared under the water. 

He must have closed his jaws on Boone's 
leg while my friend was kicking and swim- 
ming, and in that way Boone prevented him 
from fastening*his teeth. If he had, he would 
have bitten the leg off as easily as a pair of 
shears that are used to cut iron bars. 

It was all done in a few seconds. I don’t 
believe I could give any estimate of the size 
of the shark. The water is deceptive, you 
know. I had one glimpse of his open jaw 
and it looked fully two feet long to me, with 
rows of gleaming white teeth. 

It makes me shudder now to think of it. 
He was a big fish. Perhaps he was sixteen 
feet long. I suppose the glimpse I got of 
him was his belly. It was white and broad. 

“I didn’t know there were any sharks 
around here and so I was not prepared to see 
this one and couldn't fix my attention om him 
carefully enough to describe him accurately. 
All I thought of was Boone’s danger. I re- 
gard his escape with his Hfe as nothing short 
of miraculous. Those awful open jaws that 
I = 1 have bitten him in two at the 
w 5 eve, to say nothing of snapping 
off his leg. —-New York Journal.

Denver, Colo., Aug. 25.—The twelfth an: 
nua. report of the Denver and Rio Grande 
railway, which covers the year ended June 
80 last, has just been issued. The total W- 
come of the company for the fiscal year 
1897-908 was $8,405,328.95, an increase over 
1898-97 of $1,408,531.68. The gross earnings 
from the operation of the railroad were 
$8,452,926.04, an increase of 20.13 per cent. 
The net earnings from traffic were $3,325,- 
826.66, an increase of 15.87 per cent. The 
operating expenses were $5,017,599.88, an 
increase of 23.12 per cent. After paying in- 
terest, taxes, insurance, and all other 
charges and two semi-annual dividends ag- 
gregating 2% per cent upon preferred stock 
and contributions of $30,000 to the renewal 
fund and $20,000 to expenses of refunding 
the 7 per cent bonds there was a surplus of 
$257,252.31. 

The increase in expenses is due to the in- 
crease in traffic and also to improvements in 
the road, besides large additions to the 
equipment. The Rio Grande Southern 
shows an increase of 15.27 per cent in its net 
earnings. It has a surplus this year of 
$7,587.74 after paying all fixed charges.

WILL PAY OFF 
$475,000 LOANTO 
GET LOWER INTEREST. 


Northwestern University Trustees 
‘Decide to Rearrange the Incum- 
brance on Illinois Trust and 


Savings Bank Property. 


The trustees of Northwestern University, 
it is learned, have decided to pay off the 
loan of $475,000 on the Illinois Trust and 
Savings Bank property, at the northeast 
corner of La Salle street and Jackson boule- 
vard, and to renew the loan at a lower rate 
of interest. The loan is held by the Equita- 
ble Life Assurance society at 4% per cent. 
The trustees believe they can do better than 
this, as money is plentiful. By its terms 
the trustees have the privilege on ninety 
days’ notice of paying off the whole amount. 
It is understood the formal ninety days’ 
notice will be given to the Equitable society 
on Sept. 1. 0 

The property has a frontage of 186% feet 
in La Salle street and 178 feet in Jackson 
boulevard. The permanent character of the 
bank’s building insures the lender against 
fear cf depreciation in value for many years. 
At the time the loan was made it was looked 
upon as extremely favorable to the Equit- 
able society, It was passed on Dec. 3, 1896. 
If the university trustees serve notice on 
Sept. 1 that they wish to pay off the loan, 
the period of ninety days will expire on Dec. 
3, just two years ftom the time the loan was 
closed. It was negotiated then for aterm of 
twenty years. The interest was made pay- 
able semi-annually, June 1 and Dec. 1. The 
principal was payable in gold, and at the end 
of five years on any interest day the trustecs 
were allowed the privilege of paying 810,000, 
or any multiple on sixty days’ notice.

DONS’ POLICY EXTERMINATION. 


Emile Ollivier, Former Prime Minister 
of France and Member of theFrench 
Academy, Defends Our Cause. 


To save what remained to her of her 
American colonies, to keep Cuba and the 
Philippines, Spain should have studied the 
best interests of the inhabitants with re- 
doubled zeal,“ writes Emile Ollivier, member 
of the French Academy and former Prime 
Minister of France, in an article on America, 
Spain, and France, which the Century Mag- 
azine for September will contain. 

“She should have ruled,” he continues, 
“ with a velvet hand, whereas she was hard- 
er than ever. More than ever she turned 
those wonderful lands into battening fields 
for her ruined nobles, for her fortune-seek- 
ing favorites. It was notorious that they 
went to Cuba to getrich. Consequently, the 
outcry against Spanish dominatien has not 
ceased for an instant since the emancipation 
of South America. The attentive ear has 
always heard it more or less distinctly. 

In 1870, when I was Minister, I received a 
deputation of Cubans, who came to beg me 
to remedy their ills and to intervene in their 
behalf. And now, the discontent having 
reached the highest degree of intensity, Cuba 
revolts and calls for help, and the emanci- 
pation movement begun in 1820 approaches 
fruition. What Spain still holds is on the 
point of being torn from her. 

“Should any complaint be made at the 
final expulsion of Spain? Should there be an 
object to the emancipation of Cuba, and 
should it be looked upon as a misfortune? 
Certainly not. We should see in it only the 
just decree of heaven. 

“The Spanish nation has brilliant quali- 
ties. It is chivalrous, intrepid, and never 
wanting in patience and courage To blus- 
tering indolence it joins immeasurable pride 
and pitiless hardness of heart. Nothing has 
éxisted in comparison to it, and it considers 
itself superior to anything. Whoever dis- 
putes its supremacy is held to merit sup- 
pression, and its whole history is but an in- 
cessant extermination. 

The French, too, after having spread over 
Europe more widely than the Spanish were 
pushed back within their own boundaries. 
But on retiring they left behind them, like 
the Nile after an inundation, a fertile de- 
posit. But when the Spaniards retired from 
the countries which had come under their 
dominion, what did they leave? Nothing but 
a disagreeable, gutteral aspiration, such as 
was introduced into Italy, into the soft Tus- 
can dialect. . 

** Spain once driven out of Cuba, the United 
States will be content elther to leave the 
Cubans free to establish an independent and 
autonomous republic, or, for certain reasons, 
the enfranchised island will be annexed and 
become a new State in the federal union. 
In either ease the Cubans will be gainers. In 
the first instance they would be the maste 
of their own destiny; in the second th 
would become living, free members of a great 
country, devoted to liberty and progress. 

“ The example of the other South American 
republics, which, having thrown off the 
Spanish yoke, have never ceased to oscillate 
between directorship and anarchy, would 
seem to indicate that the Cubans might find 
it to their advantage to accept the protect- 
ing tutelage of a people already habituated 
to the ways of liberty, who would guide them 
along the path of self-government, still new 
to them, and save them more than one hard 
trial and cruel experience. 

Spain herself will profit by her inevitable 
defeat. At the moment when France lost 
Canada, one of her statesmen said: I some 
day France is deprived of her insular posses- 
sions, as she has been of her continental 
colonies, she will be found to on prosper- 
ing by means of her own resources, just as 
well as those States which have kept their 
colonies. In fact, she may surpass them in 
happiness and tranquility.’ This prediction 
. be true if applied to 

pain. 

Cuba, which cannot be pacified, is like a 
devouring canker in her side. which exhausts 
her resources and stertlizes her efforts. 

„When she shall have been cured of it, and 
then falls back on herself, she may succeed, 
perhaps, in checking the downward tendency 
which is leading to a most threatening decay. 

„We do not hesitate, therefore, in the 
name of justice and right, of humanity and 
liberty, to range ourselves on the side of 
America. That certain interested motives 
and acknowledged considerations may be 
mingled with the generous impulses which 
have prompted her to take sides with Cuba 
is quite possible: but this impure alloy can- 
not blind us to the generous character of the 
enterprise. However covetous some of her 
citizens may be, the United States in this 
instance is not a freebooter. She is a liber- 
ator, and the eternal will be just in crowning 
her arms with victory.“

Declares That Statements Reflecting on 


Him or Charging Any Malfeasance 
Against Him Are False—Enters Ex- 


plicit Dental in Cited Cases—Offers 


Docket and Files for Public Inspec- 
tion—Donald C. MeKinnon Exoner- 
. ated by the Superior Judge. 


Justice of the Peace Thomas 8. Humphre- 


ville of River Forest enters a written protest 
that Judge Brentano’s action in issuing an 
injunction against his hearing a certain case 
and that the published stories growing out 
of the Judge's utterances regarding methods 
in vogue in suburban and country justice 
courts do him a great injustice. The mag- 
istrate says: 
“The statements reflecting on me or 
charging any malfeasance against me are 
absclutely false.“ 
Then he declares that his docket and files 
in every case are open to inspection and that 
an examination of the papers will show the 
charges against him are untrue. With ref- 
erence to three cases in which complaints 
were made Justice Humphreville denies the 
statements in each complaint and sets forth 
wha: he claims are the facts: 
This is his statement: 


Charles A. Stewart’s Case. 

„In the case of Charles A. Stewart, 200 
South Campbell avenue, who complains he 
was sued for a debt of S0 cents before me in 
River Forest, and was charged by me §8, in 
addition to $4 spent in traveling to and from 
that village, the charge is unqualifiedly false. 
On June 2, 1897, E. A. Plenzke brought suit 
before me against Charles Stewart and filed 
an affidavit that Charles Stewart owed him 
$1.05. I issued a summons, which was duly 
served by a constable of Cook County, on 
Charles Stewart on June 5, 1897, and on the 
return day, June 11, 1897, at 3 p. m., one hour 
after the time set in the return, I rendered 
judgment on the affidavit for just $1.05, and 
no more. Mr. Stewart says he spent $4 go- 
ing out to River Forest and back. Every 
intelligent man knows he can go there and 
back for 20 cents. He did not come, and did 
not appear, and therefore the judgment was 
by default, and I did not in any way charge 
him or anybody else $8 in that suit. I 
charged my legal costs and no more. 

As to the case of H. Kal, summons was 
issued before me and an affidavit of the 
plaintiff’s claim was filed and the suit con- 
tinued by agreement, with the understand- 
ing that if the plaintiff did not appear to 
prove his demand the case would be dis- 
missed. It was dismissed and did not cost 
Mr. Kal one cent. 


Matter of J. J. Bozier. 


As to the case of John J. Bozier, on Dec. 
9, 1807, upon the affidavit to the plaintiff's 
claim of $4.90 being filed with me, summons 
was issued at the sult of E. C. Clough against 
John J. Bozier and Mrs. J. Bozier, his wife. 
It was served on Mrs. Bozier on Dec. 14, 
1897, and three days thereafter Mr. Bozier 
appeared for the first, last, and only time 
in my court and entered his appearance, be- 
cause he had not been served, and applied 
for a continuance, which was granted until 
Dec. 24, at 1 p. m. On that day he failed to 
appear, and so did his wife, and judgment 
was rendered upon the affiidavit filed for 
$4.90 and no more. It is absolutely untrue 
that he made three trips to River Forest on 
that case, or that judgment was rendered 
against him for $28, or that he exhibited to 
me any receipt showing he had paid the ac- 
count. My records show the execution was 
returned unpaid and unsatisfied. 

„As to the case of H. B. Sersinger, there 
was a man named Sersinger sued before me 


upon an affidavit made by the plaintiff's at- 


torney, and upon a full hearing of both sides 
I rendered judggnent against him for $2.50. 

„The law knows no difference between the 
Townships of Chicago and the other town- 
ships in Cook County. Chicago oltizens sued 
in my court are bound by the law to appear 
upon the day and hour named in the sum- 
mons served upon them.“ 

Exonerates Justice McKinnon. 

Justice Donald C. McKinnon of Calumet 
was among those mentioned in the same 
report of complaints against country justices 
of the peace. In a letter addressed to 
Justice McKinnon, Judge Brentano assures 
him he has never received a word of com- 
plaint against the treatment accorded liti- 
gants in his court. Following is the text of 
Judge Brentano's letter: 

Chicago, Aug. 25.—Donald C. McKinnon, 
Esq., Justice of Calumet—Dear Sir: The 
mention of your name in one of the news- 
papers of this city as one of the justices 
against whom complaints have been made 
is an unfortunate error. I have never heard 
your judicial acts criticised, but, on the con- 
trary, are informed that litigants in your 
court always are accorded fair, impartial, 
and honorable treatment. I am ata loss to 
understand how your name came to be men- 
tioned in connection with those against 
whom complaints have been entered. Inthe 
voluminous correspondence received by me 
on the justice question there is not one allu- 
sion to you. Knowing you as I do, I do not

WANT COMMITTEE. 
TO URGE ABOLITION 


tion of Northwestern Cities. 


The ‘first active step in securing the aboli- 


yesterday at the meeting of the Transporta- 
tion committee of the Board of Trade. It 
was determined to ask the directory to name 
a committee of three to confer with the 
Boards of Trade at Minneapolis, Duluth, Mil- 
waukee, and other Northwestern points for 
concerted action before the Anglo-American 
conference at Quebec. It is expected a 
strong delegation will be sent to Quebec to 
work for an open door to the lakes. 

The Transportation committee took this 
action after hearing from a delegation of 
marine men, consisting of J. S. Dunham, 
C. W. Elphicke, J. J. Young, J. J. Rardon, 
and John G. Keith. e main point made 
by the marine men was that the West was 
vitally interested in anything that affected 
the cost of transportation, and the abolition 
of canal tolls was a most important movein 
that direction. It also would have the direct 
effect of bringing grain to Chicago, which 
otherwise would go to the seaboard by South- 
ern routes. 

Captain Elphicke pointed out that in the 
fall, when the Manitoba wheat crop is mov- 
ing, by far the larger part of it goes through 
the Erie Canal, by way of Buffalo, where it 
is carried free of canal tolls. All the Ameri- 
can waterways on the lakes were as free to 
the Canadians as to Americans, and he be- 
lieved that this country should experience 
some reciprocity. 

Captain Keith spoke of the completion of 
the St. Lawrence River canals to Montreal, 
which would carry lake vessels alongside of 
ocean steamships, and might render it profit- 
able to send vessels from Chicago to the other 
side of the Atlantic. The way should beclear 
and not hampered by toll gates. 

Captain Dunham spoke of the action being 
taken by the Lake Carrters’ association and 
what had led to it. He announced that the 
association would take some action in a 
few days towards being represented at 
Quebec. 

The Transportation committee was unani- 
mously in favor of making an energetic cam- 
paign for the abolition of the tolls, and by 
Tuesday, when the directory meets, the 
plans will be formulated. .
